Sny Admiral Was Rlenéeind for Losing 
Battle of Jutland, 
rONDON, Dec. 1L—Changes in the 
admiralty have been greeted 
with jubilation by the German newspa- 
pers, according to an Amsterdam dis- 

patch to Reuters.

Marina, flying the British 
was sunk Oct. .0, off the Irish 
coast, near Crookshaven. Of » the 
52 Americans on the ship the ca- 
pacity of horse handlers, six ,were 
drowned. The total loss of lives was 
13. According to’ affidavits of sur- 
vivors. the Marina was not warned. The 
same affidavits said the vessel carried 
a 4.3-inch gun on the stern. 

It has not been definitely 
whether the Marina was actually 
Admiralty service at the time of its 
sinking, byt the United States has 
never altered its policy regarding mer- 
chant ships temporarily in the Admir- 
alty service.

BELGIAN DEPORTATION 
PUT AT OVER 100,000 


Minister to U. S. Says They Are 
at the Rate of About 
3000 & Week. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—More than 
100,000 Belgians have been deported 
from Belgium by German military 
authorities, according to information | 
presented to the State Department 
today by Minister Havenith. Depor- 
tations, the Minister says, are con- 
tinuing at the rate of $,000 a week 
and are espécially severe among 
railroad workers, taken to man mili- 
tary roads now being laid. Some 
have been taken into the occupied 
part of Northern France and some 
into Germany itself. 

Burgomasters, he said, and other 
city and village officials wepe or- 
dered to supply lists of workers, 
whether employed or not, and those 
refusing were thrown into jail. The 
United States, the Minister says, was 
was being looked to by the Belgians 
to secure an amelioration of the sit- 
No further action by this. 
Government is suggested, however, as 
it is sought only to submit the latest 
facts. Minister Havenith says he has 
not received confirmation of reports 
from abroad that King Albert has 
sent an “autograph letter to neutrals 
on the subject. Spanish Ambassador 
Riano, who also visited the State De- 
partment today, said he knew of no 
such letter and had not discussed the 
Belgian situation with the Secretary, 
although the Spanish Ambassador at 
Berlin had taken it up with the Ger-_ 
man authorities. 
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Belgian Mines Reported Closed, 
Workers Deported as “Unemployed.” 


PARIS, Dec. 1.—The Belgian Govern- 
ment at Havre states it has received 
information that the Germans have or- 
dered suspended the work of sinking 
shafts in the coal mines at Campine 
and have caused a stoppage of work in 
other industries in that Belgian dis- 
trict. The workers, thus deprived of 
their occupation, it Is said, have been 
classed among the “‘unemployed”’ and 
have been deported with others for serv- 
ice in Germany. 

The Germans, according to informa- 
tion reecived by the Belgian officials, 
have just dismantled the Meeus distil- 
lery and other establishments of the 
same kind at Wyneghem. The engines 
and machines were taken to Germany. 
Systematic raids on machine tools are 
said to have been resumed at Cockerill 
and Straing, where quantities were 
seized and shipped to Germany. In the 
communes of Luxemberg province it is 
declared employed men have been de- 
prived of their’ usual occupations of 
mending public roads. The Germans or- 
dered this work stopped and treating 
the men thus made idle as ‘‘unem- 
ployed,”’ it is asserted, they gave them 
the alternative of deportation or vol- 
untary engagement to work in Ger- 
many. The pretext given for the stop- 
page of work in the Belgias mines and 
the deportation of miners was that 
miners are needed in Germany.”’

The feeling of ufrest has not lessened

As Villa has abandoned Jiminez, San- 
ta Rosalia, Farral and every other town 
he has so far taken, a Carranza officer 
here expressed the belief that the ban- 
dits would withdraw from Chihuahwta, in 
any case, as soon as they should gath- 
er sufficient loot to satisfy them. 

Gen. Francisco Gonzales announced to- 
day he had received a report that Gen.

REFUGEES’ STORY 
OF VILLA VICTORY 
AT CHIHUAHUA CITY

Dead Burned in Streets; Bandi 
Shot Own Men to Stop Leot- 

“ ing, They Say. 

JUAREZ, Dec. 1.—The remnants of a 
Carranzista army that fled from Chi- 
huahua City after a battle with Villa 
troops were in camp last night on the 
plains south of Juarez. They brought 
the atory of the exacuation of the city 
after four days and nights of fighting. 
The dead were piled high in the streets 
when they left and had been covered 
with ofl and burned, they said. 

In one troop train that brought in sur- 
vivors of the de facto force, was a san- 
itary section of three coaches and ‘“‘one 
White Cross’’ hospital car. In these cars 
were more than 100 wounded Carranza 
soldiers. Hospitals here are filled and 
volunteer nurses are caring for the 
wounded. 

The troop trains with this surviving 
force left Chihuahua City at 10:30 Mon- 
day morning. Near Terrazas Station a 
burned bridge forced them to transfer 
to another train Wednesday. 

The troops brought many of their. 
field pieces. These are parked in the 
customs house yards with Sarlands of 

“jerked beef’ hanging from their muz- 
zlies. Women camp followers shared in 
the retreat. Some of them had children, 
said to have been born on the battle- 
field. 

Civilian Refugees on Train. 

There were civilian refugees on the 
train, but none of them American. None 
knew positively of the Americans’ fate 
when Villa took possession of Chihuahua 
City. 

Ali the refugees agreed that Carranza’s 
troops were winning during the first four 
days of the fighting, but because of a 
shortage of ammunition or lack of 
morale, they fled from the city early on 
the fifth morning. 

Taking of Santa Rosa Hill, the “‘key to’ 
Chihuahua,”’ was said by a foreign refu- 
gee to have started the Carranza retire- 
ment, which, he said, resembled a rout 
before the last train left. Cavairy, artil- 
lery and’ infantry poured down to the 
station, north of the city proper, ang 
scrambled aboard the train. 

One civilian refugee declared Gen. Gon- 
sales Cuellar was responsible for the tak- 
ing of Santa Rosa Hill, where he wag in 
command, as he allowed the infantry 
line to be weakened. Artillery was 
turned on the city, refugees said. 

Villa followers are said to have cap- 
tured five field pieces on Santa Rosa 
Hill, shouting “viva Villa,” and singing 
as they charged.

Raises Half a Bale of Cotton to the 
Acre, : 

HOUSTON, Tex., Dec. —-.—Nineteen 
bales, more than a half-bale to the 
acre, is the record made by an old negro, 
Aaron Sims, who planted 30 acres ot 
his 600-acre farm, at Huffman, to cot- 
ton this year. Sims received $1700 for 
his cotton, exclusive of seed. He also 
raised 8 head of hogs, to which he fed 
a part of the 1000 bushels of yellow yam 
sweet potatoes, a part of his general 
harvest for the season.

HISTORICAL PRUSSIAN 


CITY PRISON CAMP 


Many English Soldiers at Osna- 
brueck, Important Town Un- 
der Charlemagne. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1—Osnabrueck, 
the Prussian city from which English 
prisoners of war are reported to have 
sent a wreath for the coffin of Ger- 
many’s most daring aviator, Capt. 
Boelke, who was killed recently, is the 
subject of the following war geography 
bulletin issued from the Washington 
headquarters of the National Geographic 
Society: 

“Situated on the banks of the small 
river Haase, a tributary of the Ems, 
Osnabrueck lies 1235 miles in an airline 
due east of Amsterdam, 65 miles south- 
west of Bremen and 83 miles by rail 
west of Hanover. The industries of this 
town of 75,000 inhabitants are numerous 
and varied, but perhaps its textile mills 
are best known,, because it was in them 
that the coarsevlinen fabric which bears 
the city’s English name, Osnaburg, was 
first made. 

“Osnabrueck is one of the most vener- 
able towns of Prussia. In the closing 
years of the eighth century Charle- 
magne designated it as the capital of a 
bishopric, a distinction which it enjoyed 
without interruption for more than 1000 
years. In 1803 the see was suppressed, 
the last Bishop being Frederick, Duke 
of York, son of the English Hanoverian 
monarch, George III. In 1858 the city 
Was restored to its religious eminence 
when it was again made the seat of a 
Roman Catholic Bishop. 

“It is on account of her share in the 
preliminary .negotiations which led to 
the epochal peace of Westphalia that 
Osnabrueck is famous in history. In 1644, 
after a)] cenzral Europe had been devas- 
tated by the great struggle which 
eventually became known as the Thirty 
Years’ War, representatives of Sweden, 
the German Empire and Germhan Prot- 
estants met here, while in the neighbor- 
30 miles to the 
southwest, delegates from France, 
Spain, the German Catholics, and the 
German Empire gathered. The negotia- 
Aionsa extended over a period of four 
years. In October, 1648, both groups of 
conferees having arrived at a common 
basis of settlement, the Osnabrueck dip- 
lomats repaired to Munster, where a few 
days later, the peace was-—signed waich 
guaranteed the sovereignty and inde- 
pendence of the several states of the 
empire, and which forbade religious per- 
secution throughout Germany.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—There does 
not appear to be the siightest doubt in 
congressional circles that une of the im- 
portant undertakiugs of the short session 
will be an inqutry into the high cost of 


living. It may become a vigorous as- 


sault on Attorney-General Gregory. 
The leading members of both Houses 


have expressed themselves in favor of 
some action that will put an end to the 
manipulation of food prices and it {s not 
improbable that President Wilson may 
later on send a special message to Con- 
gress, urging the consideration of the 
subject. It is generally understood that 
he will ignore the project to establish 
an embargo on the exports of foodstuffs. 

Some of the Democratic congressional 
leaders do not deny that the party has 
made little or no effort to strike at the 
purely domestic agencies responsible for 
present conditions. While contending 
that the Buropean war has rendered 
prosecutions undesirable, the Democrats 
have been compelled to concede the logic 
ef the Republican assertion that the fault 
primarily lies with the Department of 
Justice. 

During the last two years the Repub- 
licans have charged, and the Democrats 
admit, that Gregory, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, has not made any move in the di- 
rection of vindicating the pledge of his 
party to break up such Conspiracies as 
were in existence four years ago, or that 
may have since then been formed to 
manipulate the cost of food products: in- 
tend@i for domestic consumption, al- 
ine he is assumed to have full power 
to do so. 

The charge was frequently made by the 
Republican candidates in «the * recent 
campaign that the Wilson administra- 
tion was ‘“‘more intent on protecting big 
business than in protecting the rights 
of the people.’’ These partisans singled 
ut the administration of the Department 
of Justice under Mr. Gregory as the Gov- 
ernment agency responsible for the fail- 
ure of the Democratic administration to 
move in the matter. 

It is not improbable, therefore, that 
any inquiry that may be undertaken into 
the causes. of the present. high cost of 
foodstuffs will bring the recent adminis- 
tration of the Department of Justice into 
the legislative lim ‘light. Democratic 
congressional leaders who are subjected 
to criticism for their failure to perform 
the functions expected of them display 
a tendency to encourage the Republican 
move in this respect, because it permits 
them to place the real responsibility for 
the present widespread criticism of their 
party upon:a department of the Govern- 
ment which they are compelled to admit 
has not fulfilled the expectations of it.

Commander of American Forces 
There Reports Proclamation 
Was Well Received. 


PUTS STOP TO: GRAFT 


January Presidential Election to 
Be Supervised to Insure Free 
Expression. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.--Capt. H. S. 
Knapp, in command of the United States 
forces in Santo Domingo, reports that, 
in compliance with instructions, militarv 
government was proclaimed by him in 
Santo Domingo at 4 p. m., Nov. 29. The 
proclamation was well received. Condi- 
tions are reported normal. 

Under the treaty with Santo Domingo, 
the United States has a clear right to 
enforce order when conditions demand 
it. Capt. Knapp arrived in Santo Do- 
mingo a week ago. After having made 
@ personal inspection of conditions, he 
advised the Navy Department that the 
only thing to do was to establish a mili- 
tary government until responsible per- 
sons, with the interests of the country at 
heart, had an opportunity to get con- 
trol and put the Government in opera- 
tion. 

This step was made necessary because 
governmental functions in Santo Do- 
mingo were at a standstill and had»been 
for some time. Conditions got into such 
a tangle, because of the machinations of 
Arias (who has been the great political 
disturber of the republic for many years, 
and who has been'the man behind Presi- 
dent Henriquez) that the American gen- 
eral receivér refused to make any fur- 
ther payments. This deprived the Dom- 
inican Government employes of their 
salaries, but at. the same time put a 
stop to graft. 

An election will be held in January to 
choose another Congress, which will 
elect a successor to Henriquez. The elec- 
tion will be supervised to make certain 
it is free from intimidation, and is ex- 
pected to result in the choice of a Con- 
gress that can be depended upon to elect 
a President who will conserve the coun- 
try and develop it along constructive 
lines. 

Under the military government pay- 
ment of salaries will begin this week. 
The United States naval authorities will 
not interfere with local government. The 
courts will continue as usual. But Capt. 
iXnapp and his associates will disarm 
the rebels, who are now being incited by 
Arias, and will eliminate him from 
Dominican politics. The liberty, of the 
people of Santo Domingo will’ be in no 
way abridged, the chief function of the 
military government being to maintain 
order. 

There are 1800 marines in Santo Do- 
mingo and 900 in - Hayti who can be 
called upon. Secretary Daniels is confi- 
dent he has an ample force there to 
handle the situation.

FOREIGN TREASURY 


BILL PLAN WITHDRAWN) 


France and England Act Through 
Morgan in Deference to 
Reserve Board. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1—J. P. Morgan & 
Co. have withdrawn the’ proposed sale 
of British and French treasury bills, ac- 
cording to instructions received by them 
from abroad. 


Last Monday bankers received a warn- 
ing from the Federal Reserve Board 
against investing in foreign treasury 
billg for long terms. The statement was 
interpreted as referring to the recent 
proposal of J. P. Morgan & Co., British 
financial agents in the United States. 
that bankers make loans on British 
treasury bills. The Federal Reserve 
Board felt that bank funds should be 
invested in more liquid securities. 

The announcement was contained in 
the following statement: 

“We have been instructed by the 
British and French Governments to 
withdraw their treasury bills from sale. 

“We have accordingly expressed tv 
those institutions and investors which 
had already placed orders with us for 
these securities the wish to be released 
from the obligations to deliver and they 
have been good enough to accede. 

“This action is taken because, as ex- 
plained by the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and by the French Minister 
of Finance, these Governments desire to 
showe every regard to the Federal Re- 
serve Board, a governmental body, of 
which the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the Comptroller of Currency are ex- 
officio members. 

“We may add that the sale in limited 
amount of these treasury bills, payable 
in dollars in New York, have never been 
an essential part of the allied Govérn- 
ments’ financial plans, but have for some 
time been under consideration with a 
view to furnishing a credit medium that 
would accommodate the American bank- 
ing demands for an instrument of short 
maturity and of such limited volume that 
the Government could always undertake 
to lay down gold in New York sufficient 
to meet the matured bills. 

“It was believed further that these 
bills would have furnished at the end 
of the war an excellent measure of pro- 
tection to the American financial situa- 
tion, inasmuch as these steadily matur- 
ing obligations of the foreign Govern- 
ments would have tended to prevent 
heavy drafts of gold from this market.”’ 


ENGLAND TO TAKE OVER MORE 
FACTORIES FOR MUNITION WORK 


New Order Designed to Make Allies 
as Independent as Possible From 
Neutral Countries. 
LONDON, Dec. * -Every factory that 
can be converted into a plant for mak- 
ing war munitions is virtually placed 
under control of the Government by an 
order promulgated by the Minister of 
Munitions, under the defense of the 
realm act. This order prohibits any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in 
the manufacture of any type of motor 
vehicle, or part of any such vehicle, 
from building or repairing them without 
a Government permit. The only excep- 
tion is the completion of any order 
placed with them by the Admiralty, the 
War Office, the Minister of Munitions 
or an allied Government prior to the 

date of the order. 

In addition to this stringent regula- 
tion it is expected that the. whole of 
the British engineering industry will 
shortly be enlisted for the period of the 
war. The purpose of this enlarged or- 
ganization of the national resources is 
to make the entente alties as fully as 
possible independent of supplies from 
neutral countries, 


Marshall Lawyer Dies. 
MARSHALL, Mo., Dec. 1—Thomas J. 
Hunter, a ploneer lawyer of Marshall, 
died at his home here today. He was 
born in Kentucky in 1882, but has resided 


in this city continuously since 13966. 


GERMAN BREAD 
UNCHANGED FOR 


Potatoes Is Only Foodstuff 
Which Any Reduction Is 
Intended. 


BERLIN, Dec. 1.—The Germans will go 
through the winter without change in 
their present rations of important food~- 
Stuffs, except a reduction in the potato 
ration, according to authoritative infor- 
mation furnished the Associated Press 
on the food situation from the War Nu- 
trition Bureau. 

This shows that, while supplies at vari- 
ous times would in themselves, perhaps, 
justify ani increase, it has been deter- 
mined to adhere to the present allow- 
ances of bread, meat, fat and sugar, and 
usé® @ny surplus, either accumulation or 
reserve, for the hard-laboring classes, 
such «8 miners and foundrymen. 

The grain harvest shows an excess of 
5,000,000 tons over last year, but two 
years’ experience has proved that the 
present ration is adequate gpd that it 
will, therefore, be unnecessary to in- 
crease it. Otls produced from theome- 
grown sources, such as beechnuts, sun- 
flower seeds, fruit pits and similar prod- 
ucts, can, for the same reason, not be 
used for the general civilian population.

They strikingly ex- 
press the*deep feeling of gratitude over 
the re-election of President Wilson en- 
tertained by independent citizens 
throughout the country. These volun- 
tary contributions from citizens upon 
whom we had no claim in a party sense 
are, of course, very pleasing to us.”’ 
An example of the independent voters’ 
interest in the election is furnished by 
an anonymous letter mailed in New 
York City, addressed to Chairman 
Vance McCormick to his Harrisburg ad- 
dress. It enclosed a small envelope con- 
taining a contribution. It said: ‘To 
help out that deficit—from an independ- 
ent voter.’”’ 

From Asbury Park, N. J., came a let- 
ter with this message: ‘‘Inclosed find 
check from a Republican.’’ 

Marsh quoted from numerous letters 
and telegrams, extracts from a few of 
which are as follows:

ANNA HELD'S RETURN 


“Follow Me’ Gives Chance to 
Show Her  Unbehaving 
Eyes to Advantage.

NEW YORK. Dec. 1.—Anna Held, who 


in other days never could make her eyes 
behave, and who always invited audi- 
ence to come and play wiz her, is, after 
long absence, up to her same old tricks 
again at the Casino. But with this im- 
portant difference: ‘'Follow Me,"’ the 
musical comedy in which she has re- 


turned to the stage, if it is not quite as

ing us at this moment unable to state 
without question who the next President 
is to be, while the Senate is Demo- 
cratic and the House closely divided, ‘s 
not a satisfactory outcome of the cam- 
paign. To men who feel as the rfres- 
ent writer does, and who hold their con- 
victions .with a fervor of intensity, and 
who wished to see the American people 
repudiate Mr. Wilson’s policies by an 
overwhelming majority, the disapoint- 
ment is naturally keen. 

As in all such cases, the result is 
more easy to explain than_it had been 
to foretell. The appeal made for Mr. 
Wilson was one which would tell very 
strongly with good, honest citizens 
whose preoccupation with. their own 
pursuits was such that they could not 
be expected to look deeply into our in- 
ternational relations and the general 
world conditidns. . 

This appeal was in its essence that we 
should vote for Mr. Wilson because he 
had kept us out of war and because 
we were prosperous. It would have been 
highly creditable to the average man if 
he had possessed the vision and disin- 
terestedness to disregard such an ap- 
peal: but the fact that he did not dis- 
regard it merely, means that we were 
not able to make the issue clear to his 
eves. It does not mean that he would 
remain morally obtuse if he could be 
shown in convincing fashion where his 
duty lay. 

People’s Desire for Peace. 

No stnsible man wishes to go to war 
if he can honorably keep out of it: and 
when to this natural tineclination is 
added the fact that the man its very 
busy and is puzzled about the issues in- 
volved, he is certain to cast his vote on 
the side that he is told will guarantee 
peace. Evidently people tend to look at 
the dreadful* crimes committed in Bel- 
gium and Armenia, in the sinking of the 
Lugjtania, and in Mexico, as analogous 
to disasters such as an earthquake or 

fire; as properly exciting a discreet 
sympathy, but not as calling for any 
action which would jeopardize the 


_comfort and well-being of those not 


immediately concerned. 

I do not approve of this attitude. I 
am merély stating it. In so far as our 
people perrnanently preserve it, they 
will steadily tend tod the Chinese level, 
It may need a serious shock ‘to wake 
them from it. Yet I am sure that it ‘'s 
possible to wake them, and that when 
thoroughly roused they have the further 
possibility of showing the great qual- 
ities of the men and women of the Rev- 
Olution and of the Civil War. 

All Profitably Busy. 

Again, every man does. and ought 
to, prize a materfal well-being. To 
prize it is only wrone when it is 
permitted to get out of perspective, 
and to become the sole end of life, 
instead of merely one of the means t9 
the end—important, but to be sacri- 
ficed without hesitation by all lofty 
souls, when its retention is clearly 
incompatible. with some higher good. 

We are at the moment well off. The 
cost of living Is very high: and the 
Government is rapidly becoming un- 
able to pay its debts: but business 
man, farmer and wage-worker areal] 
profitably busy. Under such circum- 
stances only men of unusual tnsight 
and foresight will make a political 
change because of just concern about 
future conditions. They do not pay 
much heed to the forecasts of politi- 
cians. We have permitted our politi- 
cians, our candidates for public of- 
fice, to treat the promises made in 
party platforms and on the‘ stump 
with a cynical indifference which 
now reflects itself in a similar indif- 
ference on the part of the voters. 

When public men are readily par- 
doned for making any promise which 
they think will secure public favor 
before election and for repudiating 
any promise which they think it is 
convenient to keep after election, it is 
impossible to expect that the voters 
will not finally grow skeptical about 
all promises, prophecies and state- 
ments made during the course of a 
campaign. 

Adamson Bill Helped. 

In addition to these counter claims. 
there was the fact that the Adamson 
bill unquestionably produced a great 
effect in Mr. Wilson's favor in all 
labor circles. It was taken as an in- 
dication that In any conflict between 
capital and labor Mr. Wilson would 
support labor, without an over-nice 
scrutiny of the merits of the case or 
the future effects of his action. 

Moreover, there was a real blurring 
of the tesues. because for the fire: 
three years of Mr. Wilson’s térin the 
leaders among his nominal party op- 
ponents either feared to criticise him

The reason why the company submits 
willingly to such an unnecessary drain upon its 
revenues, but objects to paying the mill tax be- 
eemes self-evident when one recalis that those 
“on the inside” of the United Railways are the 
owners of the distributing company. 

Furthermore, in the advertisement referred to, 
ecoausiderable emphasis is laid upon the unusually 
geod service rendered by the company. This morn- 
tng, Sept. 88, 1916, I spent 48 minutes going from 
Utah street and California avenue—3300 south and 
2800 west—to Broadway and Olive street. I was 
passed by several oars on which passengers could 
be geen riding on the rear step. To argue that 
such a condition is unusual because it occurs dur- 
ing the “rush hours” is absurd.

President Stone of the National Aniline and 
Chemical Co. convicted himself of heresy out of 
his own mouth, the other day. He had the 
temerity to stand in a convention of silk manu- 
facturers at Paterson, N. J., and assure them 
they had little cause to worry about what would 
happen to their industry when the European war 
is over. 

The United States has already made such prog- 
ress in the manufacture of dyestuffs, he said, that 
the country. will soon be producing all the neces- 
sary dye colors in as good quality as ever came 
from Germany. , “Every American consumer 
should be able to procure practically everything 
he-needs next year," he.told his auditors. Worse 
then that, he even declared that the high prices 
of American-made dyes are not due to the greater 
cost of labor, but to the fact that the raw ma- 
terials are largely those used in making muni- 
tions. He predicted that, after the war, prices 
will be normal.

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PROGRESS IN THE PRISON PEOBLEM. 

The creation of a State Board specially charged 
with ‘the direction of the penitentiary and the 
industrial schools for boys and girls is the chief 
feature of the plan for penal reform outlined 
by Governor-elect Gardner. 

An ex-officio board made up of State officers 
who devote to prison matters only such time as 
may remain to them from other duties is a failure 
here, as it has been a failure elsewhere. 

Mr. Gardner would fix the tenure of the new 
Loard at six years, to render them independent in 
a degree from incoming Governors with polftical 
debts to pay, and would vest them with the dp- 
pointment of the chief officers of each penal and 
reformatory institution. If the places on the 
Loard were uonsalaried, it might lessen the incli- 
nation to regard them as part of the executive 
patronage. 

Such a body. made up of the right sort of ma- 
terial, selected only with penal needs in view, 
could supply a remedy for some of the most de- 
plorable abuses of the past. 

A further part of the Gardner plan is the pur- 
chase of several thousand acres of land and the 
substitution of farm work for convict labor under 
contract. This is an eminently practical feature. 
Equipped with a canning factory for perishable 
products the convict farmers could supply food- 
stuffs for their own maintenance and that of 
other State and county wards. 

How long is the shortage in State revenue, on 
which Mr. Gardner dwells, to delay the execution 
of this attractive plan? That was the ipareii 
reason for the failure to do anything for prison 
improvement in 1911 and again in 1913 and again 
in 1915. 

The propozal for an increased tax on inherit- 
ances for ed&cational purposes, 4 surtax on inher- 
itances for the general revenue fund and a tax on 
corporate franchises will help some. But obvious- 
ly no money from*these special sources could be 
made available for many months. Obviously, too, 
revenue in really sufficient quantities must await 
the general overhauling of the State tax system 
that will be possible only under a new Constitu- 
tion. 

If other claims on the meager eneniie of this 
year’s taxation are conceded to have priority over 
prison claims, bona fide abolition of contract. la- 
bor and betterment of prison conditions must be 
disappointingly delayed. - But what other claims 
have priority? What other State purpose has a 
more important and urgent lign on current rev- 
enue than the abatement of Missouri's prison dis- 
grace? 

Missouri's demand for intelligent, humane treat- 
ment of its convict unfortunates at the earliest 
possible moment presents a problem that will tax 
Mr. Gardner’s executive capacity and ingenuity as 
a financier.

THE.\LEWIS BOYS’ CONVICTION. 

When the Missouri law was changed to fix upon 
thg jury responsibility for infliction of the death 
penalty in murder cases, the belief was wide- 
spread that it meant the end of capital punish- 
ment in the State. Since then juries almost in- 
variably impose sentences of imprisonment, for 
life upon convicted murderers. In rare instances 
only, when the proof was clear and the crime un- 
usually shocking, has the extreme penalty been 
exacted. 

The Lewis case is such an exception. A jury 
has condemned Ora and Roy Lewis to die. The 
evidence against them ras direct and convincing. 
Not a single witness was called in their behalf, 
counsel for the defense patently placing its chief 
rellance upon the chance that the Supreme Court 
might set aside an adverse decision. 

Counsel for the accused passionately sought to 
lighten their blame on the plea that they are the 
“products of organized society.” This is true only 
in the sense that every man’s environment reacts 
upon him to a greater or less degree. But the 
Lewis brothers are not the typical product of the 
want and misery and privations of the slums. 
They appear to be fairly tntelligent. They had 
enough skill as mechanics to enable them to earn 
a decent ving. Yet they voluntarily chose a life 
of crime because they foolishly thought it’ easier 
and more remunerative than a life of work. 

Now that they stand fn the shadow of the gal- 
lows, & reversion of public sympathy towards them 
is quite possible. It is one thing to say that so- 
and-so ought to be put to death for his crimes and 
quite another thing to stand impotently by and 
watch the executioner at his dreadful task. Sym- 
pathy for Roy seems/especially likely. He appears 
to have been influenced by his brothers, or, 
at least, to be less guilty, if that is possible, than 
any of them. There may be a question as ‘9 
whether he is so helplessly a menace to society 
that the ends of justice cannot be served without 
the extinction of his life. Nevertheless, the people 
have delegated the right of decisions to the jury 
and the jury has spoken.

THOMAS A. EDISON, the Boy Experimenter. 


LITTLE Ohio boy was eyed askance by his duller schoolmates becauss 
A he stubbornly refused to take anything for granted. When a thing was 
told him, at school or elsewhere, he was not content until he haa 
worked out its truth or falsity to his own satisfaction. Which explains why 
Thomas Alva Edison stands where he does today, while the names of his jeer- 
ing school chums are forgotten. ‘ 

Once in a while this “show me” trait brought plenty of trouble to him. 
As, for example, when he is said to have tried to disprove his parents’ 
assertion that boys cannot fly. Edison believed anyone could fly if filled 
with enough ‘‘lighter-than-air’’ gas. So he fed a double handful of seidlitz 
powders to another youth, in the hop3 of turning him into a human balloon. 
He almost turned his victim into a corpse instead. 

Perhaps it was this sort of trait that made one of his teachers declarsa 
the fragile, big-headed child's wits were addled.. Hearing the teacher’s opin- 
ion of Thomas, his mother took the voy out of school and educated him at 
home. To his mother’s teachings Edison owed all his early knowledge. To 
her encouragement he owed his chance to make the odd experiments he loved. 

She let him rig up a laboratory in the cellar. He needed the money to 
buy chemicals for his experiments. So he got a job as newsboy on a train. 
This was in 1859, when he was 12 jears 0.4.,.He made extra cash by carry- 
ing fresh vegetables from country to town along his news route. 

He somehow obtained leave to use an empty compartment in a smoking car 
of the train as a store-room for his newspapers and vege- 
tables. He also transferred his ‘‘laboratory”’ to this com- 
partment, and went on with his experiments. Soon he 
added a cheap printing press to his smoking-car treasures, 
and laboriously printed a weekly paper there. 

His were doubtless the first laboratory and newspaper ever conducted on 
a moving train. He also rigged up a home-made electrical apparatus and 
taught himself telegraphy. 

Presently he lost this-beloved compartment—and he lost it in a serio-comic 
manner. <A stick of phosphorus, which formed a part of his stock of chem!- 
cals, caught fire. The flames spread through his whole tiny laboratory. The 
conductor of the train put out the blaze, barred Edison from further use of 
the place, and wound up the performance by soundly boxing the boy’s ears. 

So heavy was the conductor's hand, ‘n this punishment, that his blows tn- 
jured the little chap’s sensitive ears. From that day Edison has been partly 
deaf. But he takes his afflication lightly. 

“Deafness has been a great advantage to me in various ways,” he once 
sald. “In experimenting on the telephone I had to improve the transmitter so 
I could hear it. This made the telephone ‘commercial,’ as the magneto 
telephone receiver of Bell was ‘too weak to be used, commercially, as a trans- 
mitter. It was the same with the phonograph. I worked over one year, twenty 
hours a day, to get the work ‘specie’ perfectly recorded and reproduced on the 
phonograph, so that I could distinctly hear it. Again, deafness has preserved 
my nerves intact. Broadway is as quiet to me as is a country village to a 
person with normal hearing.”’ 

The world owes much to that cranky train conductor’s cruel treatment of a 
frightened boy. 

After he and his laboratory were Kicked off the train, young Edison took 
up the study of telegraphy. At sixteen he got a railroad-telegrapher job at 
$25 a month. Here again his craving to know the reason for everything led 
him to throw himself into the science of electric transmission. His career as 
an inventor had begun. 

He first attracted attention by a cleverly simple method he suggested for 
telegraphing important news from one bank of an ice-jammed river to the other 
ae when the wires weré all down. He used the blasts of 

a locomotive whistle to talk with the operator across

Denne Thus, thanks to Edison; a practical form of wireless 
telegraphy was used more than half a century ago. 

Many of his fellow-operators used to laugh at him for studying and ex- 
perimenting all night when he had been working all day. They thought there 
was something ‘queer’ about a lad who would keep on working when he 
didn’t have to. They were right. There was-—and is—something decidedly

TERMED MILITARY 
TYRANT OF CHINA 


Forces Command Important 
Railway, and Hold Powerful 
Club over Government. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

PEKIN, Oct. 15.—Gen. Chang Hsun is 
the man of the hour in China. Members 
of all parties and factions are keeping 
their eyes on the rugged old warrior, 
who has control of the railway connect- 
ing Shanghai with Pekin, and holds the 
most important strategic position in 
China. 

Chang Hsun ts the Military Governor 
of Anhwei Province, and is supposed to 
live in that province, together with his 
powerful army. But Anhwei Province is 
not located along the important north 
and south railway connecting Pekin and 
Shanghal. Consequently Gen. Chang 
Hsun has moved his forces to Hsuchow- 
fu, in Kiangsu Province, where he com- 
mands the ratlway and holds a powerful 
club over the head of the Pekin Gov-

Many prominent Chinese who desire to 
travel from South China and Shanghai 
to Pekin are-compelled to make the trip 
from Shanghai to Tientsin by sea, as 
they dare not pass through Hsuchowfu 
and run the risk of falling into Chang 
Hsun’'s hands. 

Conference Denounces General. 

The conference of military leaders, 
which Gen. Chang Hsun recently held 
at Hsuchowfu, created a great hub- 
bub in political circles. This meeting 
was called for the purpose of fore- 
stalling action on the part of the 
parliamentarians unfavorable. to the 
military, and was a vital factor in 
preventing Tang Shao-yl’s acceptance 
of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
The conference adopted _ resolutions 
against the appointment, of Tang 
Shao-yi, and-also resolved against the 
indorsement of the present Minister 
of Justice, Chang Yao-tseng. Partlia- 
mentarians railed against the Hsu- 
chowfu conference, and have adopted 
resolutions denunclatory of Gen. 
Chang Hsun gnd his associates, but 
the intrepid old warrior has not been 
moved by any such action and stern- 
ly refused to return to his post in 
Anhwei province. 

Demands have been made by the. 
press and public for the puntshment 
of Gen. Chang Hsun. He has been de- 
nounced as a military tyrant, who is 
defying all organized authority in 
China. However, the Government is 
apparently powerless to drive him 
out of his important. position. A pol- 
icy of reconciliation has been adopted, 
and he is mentioned as a probable 
candidate for the vice presidency. 

It is unlikely, however, that he 
would accept the office of Vice Pres- 
ident, were it offered him on condi- 
tion that he comes to Pekin. He ts 
more powerful at. Hsuchowfu than 
any other man in China, and has 
shown no disposition to yield this ad- 
vantage. 

Prominent for Years. 

Gen? Chang Hsun is an old-time Chi- 
nese, who has been prominent in milj- 
tary affairs for many years. He first 
came into prominence in Szechuen prov- 
ince and was later Commander in Chief 
in Kansu province. In 1911 he was Com- 
mander in Chief at Nanking when that 
city was attacked by the revolutionary 
forces, and made a masterly retreat to 
the northern bank of the Yang-tse 
River. He then commandeered a large 
quantity of the rolling stock of the rail- 
way between Nanking and Tientsin, and 
made it a movable camp for, his forces. 
He waged war in a barbarous manner, 
but won great admiration from military 
men by the wonderful discipline he main- 
tained among his troops and the effective 
manner in which he policed the ratllway. 
His support of the crumbling Manchu 
dynasty was very effective, and after the 
republic was established it was neces- 
sary for the Pekin Government to recon- 
cile him by giving him important posts. 


He has stoutly refused to accept any ap- 
pointment which would carry him away 


from the railway which is the life blood 
of China and is building up a great army 
which is loyal to him rather than to the 
central Government. 

Gen. Chang Hsun has stubbornly re- 
fused to have his queue cut off, and all 
of his soldiers have followed his exam- 
ple. Chang Hsun’s troops are always re- 


ferred to by the Chinese further north 
as the pigtail soldiers. They are notori- 
ous for their brutality and are more 
feared than any other troops in China.
